TERSE  TALKS  ON  TRADE  TOPICS :  ISIO 


Call  for  Inquiry 


Ever  since  this  journal  was  founded  more  than  40  years 
ago  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  motor  trade,  we  have 
found  it  necessary  occasionally  to  advise  readers  to  resist 
interference  in  their  affairs  from  outside  or  inside  sources. 
Several  times  since  the  war  we  have  said  that  the  trade  ought 
to  call  a  halt  to  this  or  that  brand  of  interference,  dictatorship 
or  “big  stick.”  The  subject  was,  therefore,  not  new  when  we 
raised  it  last  week. 

Like  all  interference,  that  practised  on  the  motor  trade 
has  varied  in  form.  Sometimes  it  has  been  wholly  selfish, 
sometimes  benevolent.  Sometimes  the  “big  stick”  has  been 
applied  deliberately:  at  other  times  it  has  been  laid  on  almost 
unconsciously — at  least  so  far  as  those  “at  the  top”  are 
concerned. 

To  Illustrate  the  “unconscious”  variety  with  a  simple 
example,  supposing  a  manufacturer  is  committed  to  a  certain 
output  and  then  finds  that  sales  are  lagging  seriously  behind 
production.  He  has  the  sales  manager  on  the  mat,  and  he  in 
turn  applies  pressure  on  his  outside  men.  They  take  a  stick 
to  the  retailers,  and  the  size  of  that  stick,  and  the  manner  in 
which  it  is  used,  will  vary  according  to  the  man  and  his 
reaction  to  the  stimulus  he  has  received.  The  manufacturer 
may  not  know  how  his  words  have  been  interpreted. 

“The  G.  and  M.A.”  believes  that  much  of  the  dictatorship 
which  is  causing  concern  in  the  retail  trade  today  is  of  this 
“unconscious”  sort.  But  that  doesn’t  lessen  the  need  for 
immediate  action  to  maintain  that  profit-earning  harmony 
which  is  vital  to  the  welfare  of  the  entire  motor  Industry. 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  Vauxhall  Director  G.  C.  Welby 
says  “No  manufacturer-dealer  wrangles  at  this  time,  please!” 
We  agree.  As  we  said  here  last  week,  the  way  to  make  it 
unnecessary  for  the  retail  trade  to  “fight  for  its  rights”  is 
to  appoint  a  special  committee  of  manu-  ^ 
facturers,  distributors,  dealers  and 
repairers  to  Inquire  into  present-day  manu- 
facturer-dealer  relationships.

Small  Firms 

An  open  letter  to  British 
Assistant  Trade 


Ripe  for  business? 

ID  you  ever  hear  of  X.Y.Z.  and 
Co.?  A  year  ago  they  were 
selling  to  one  or  two  handy  mar¬ 
kets  where  they  could  reach  their 
agents  quickly  and  see  their  customers 
often.  They  hadn’t  thought  much 
about  trying  somewhere  else,  but  talk 
of  an  export  drive  caught  up  with 
them,  and  they  decided  to  have  a  shot 
at  Australia  and  one  or  two  other 
countries.  I  don’t  know  how  they  got 
on  elsewhere,  but  they  did  £2,000 
worth  of  business  here  in  their  first 
year,  and  seem  certain  to  do  better 
next  year. 

I  wonder  if  your  firm  is  like  X.Y.Z. 
and  Co.  —  ripe  for  business  in  new 
markets,  but  a  little  uncertain  just 
what  to  do  to  get  started.  If  so,  I  may 
be  able  to  help  you,  in  the  same  way 
as  I  helped  them  to  get  off  the  mark. 

The  Board  of  Trade  has  an  organi¬ 
sation  which  is  designed  to  help 
manufacturers  and  merchants  to  pro¬ 
mote  their  exports,  and  I  belong  to 
the  frontier  troops — the  Trade  Com¬ 
missioner  Service.  Exporters  in  every 
part  of  the  United  Kingdom  write  for 
on-the-spot  information  and  advice; 
sometimes  they  get  the  Board  of 
Trade,  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Trade 
Associations  or  other  organisations  to 
write  for  them.  Often  their  problem 
is  the  same  as  yours:  how  to  get 
started.  This  is  how  I  can  help. 

Basic  information  available 

Once  you  have  told  me  all  you  can 
about  your  product — its  special  fea¬ 
tures,  its  price,  trade  literature  and  so 
on,  my  first  step  Is  to  estimate  your 
chances  of  success.  The  statistics  of 
imports  and  local  production,  import 
tariffs,  sales  tax  regulations,  etc.,  give 
the  basic  information  needed  to  judge 
the  size  of  the  present  market,  the 
extent  to  which  it  is  divided  between 
foreign  and  local  suppliers,  and 
whether  there  is  a  good  or  a  doubtful 
chance  of  your  being  able  to  break  in. 


An  important  factor,  of  course,  is  the 
price  at  which  your  product  can  be 
offered  landed  abroad. 

With  this  exercise  completed  (pro¬ 
vided  that  the  prospects  seem  reason¬ 
able)  I  can  set  to  work  to  find  out 
whether  your  goods  are  competitive 
with  what  is  already  on  the  market, 
and  whether  their  style  and  design 
appeal  to  local  tastes.  Your  product 
can  be  discussed  with  possible  custo¬ 
mers,  wholesalers  and  users,  as  well 
as  distributors  and  agents.  As  you 
will  know,  these  people  are  pretty 
forthright:  if  they  say  “no”  the  pro¬ 
duct  probably  won’t  go,  and  if  they 
say  “may  be”  it  probably  will.  Some¬ 
times  opinions  will  clash,  but  you 
generally  get  an  answer  that  tells  you 
where  you  are,  and  why. 

Six  selling  methods 

I  might  mention  here  that  the  Board 
of  Trade  in  London  have  copies  of 
reports  on  the  very  many  inquiries  of 
this  kind  we  have  handled  already.  If 
there  has  been  a  recent  inquiry  about 
a  product  similar  to  yours,  you  could 
probably  get  a  preliminary  sketch  of 
the  possibilities.  It  is  usually  best  to 
get  in  touch  initially  with  the  nearest 
Regional  Office  of  the  Board,  who  can 
get  the  information  for  you,  or  with 
the  Export  Services  Branch  in  London. 

To  resume.  If  the  prospects  are  good 
I  can  go  on  to  the  next  step,  which  is 
to  suggest  the  most  suitable  and  effec¬ 
tive  method  of  selling.  But  If  your 
product  is  too  dear,  too  much  like  that 
made  here,  too  advanced  for  the  mar¬ 
ket,  or  is  in  any  other  way  unattrac¬ 
tive  to  the  local  market,  I  can  help 
further  only  if  you  will  do  whatever 
is  possible  to  make  the  changes  that 
are  necessary. 

The  best  method  of  selling  depends 
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records  and  knowledge 
of  local  firms  I  will  sug¬

able  for  you.  Some 
products  can  be  sold  only  to  importers 
or  users.  For  example,  some  kinds 
of  industrial  supplies,  machinery. 


etc.  Where  this  is  the  case  I  can 


largely  on  the  nature  of  your  product, 
the  size  of  the  market  and  the  extent 
of  your  own  resources  and  determina¬ 
tion,  The  most  usual  methods  are: — 

(a)  Selling  through  an  agent. 

(b)  Selling  to  a  sole  distributor. 

(c)  Selling  direct  to  importers  over¬ 
seas. 

(d)  Arranging  for  your  product  to 
be  manufactured  locally  under 
licence. 

(e)  Setting  up  here  your  own  im¬ 
porting  and  distributing  organi¬ 
sation. 

(f)  Forming  a  subsidiary  company 
to  manufacture  and  distribute 
your  product. 

To  clear  the  ground  I  should  like  to 
say  now  that  (e)  and  (f)  are  almost 
certainly  unsuitable  methods  for  you 
to  use  on  first  entering  this  market. 
However,  you  may  wish  to  keep  them 
in  mind  as  later  possibilities. 

Agents  and  distributors 

For  many  lines  (a)  is  the  most  suit¬ 
able  method.  The  agent,  who  gener¬ 
ally  acts  on  a  purely  commission 
basis,  can  be  regarded  in  many  ways 
as  an  addition  to  your  sales  staff.  I 
have  records  of  some  2,000  agents, 
many  of  whom  I  know  personally. 
They  vary  greatly  in  their  interests 
(which  are  often  specialised)  and  in 
their  energy  and  ability;  they  differ, 
too.  In  the  strength  of  their  sales 
staffs,  the  territory  they  cover,  their 
standing  and  so  on.  From  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  them  we  have  or  can  obtain  I 
will  recommend  the  ones  who  are 
likely  to  be  the  best  sellers  of  your 
product,  at  any  rate  amongst  those 
likely  to  be  available. 

If  your  goods  require  servicing  after 
sales,  a  distributor  may  be  the  best 
connection  for  you.  Again,  from  my 


either  give  you  the  names  of  firms  who 
are  suitable  to  receive  your  offers,  or 
refer  you  to  sources  of  information  for 
them. 

Some  goods  which  will  not  sell  by 
any  other  method  may  sometimes  be 
made  and  sold  successfully  by  a  local 
manufacturer  under  licence. 

Want  to  buy  from  U.K. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  point  out  that 
Australians  in  the  import  business, 
almost  to  the  last  man,  prefer  to  buy 
from  the  United  Kingdom,  other 
things  being  equal,  especially  quality 
and  price.  I  am  sure  your  product 
gives  good  value  for  money,  and  you 
will  therefore  be  able  to  count  on  a 
vast  fund  of  goodwill  from  the  people 
who  are  likely  to  be  Interested  in  your 
goods. 

The  country  needs  firms  like  X.Y.Z. 
and  Co„  who  are  willing  to  add  their 
mite  to  the  contribution  of  the  giants 
towards  solving  our  export  difficulties. 
If  I  can  help  you  to  join  them,  you 
have  but  to  ask.

LANCS  C.G.  BUY  BULK  OIL 

Under  new  contracts  for  lubricating  oils, 
Lancashire  County  Council  is  paying  In 
many  cases  considerably  less  than  the  prices 
now  being  paid  for  branded  oils.  This  Is 
stated  in  a  report  submitted  by  the  Con¬ 
tracts  Committee  to  the  Lancashire  County 
Council. 

The  report  states  that  contracts  have 
been  arranged  for  the  council’s  estimated 
requirements  of  petrol  and  lubricants  for 
the  period  April  1,  1954,  to  March  31,  1955. 
The  total  estimated  quantity  covered  by 
the  contracts  is  more  than  1,000,000  gallons. 

“Although  petrol  has  previously  been  the 
subject  of  centralised  contracts,  this  is  the 
first  occasion  on  which  fuel  oils,  greases, 
etc.,  have  been  grouped  for  this  purpose,” 
the  report  adds. 

"As  a  result  of  the  general  adoption  of 
specifications  for  lubricating  oils,  previously 
used  only  in  the  county  surveyor’s  depart¬ 
ment,  the  prices  to  be  paid  under  the  new 
contracts  are  In  many  cases  considerably 
less  than  those  now  being  paid  for  branded 
oils."

HE  bulld-up  of  a  complete  service 
organisation  In  the  field  by  Fetters, 
Ltd.  Service  Division,  with  every  engin¬ 
eer  fully  mobile,  has  been  taking  place  over 
the  past  few  years  and  can  now  be  said  to 
be  complete.

On  the  other 
hand  it  did  give  an  opportunity  of  studying 
the  performance  of  different  vehicles  under 
fairly  arduous  conditions  and  when  it  was 
decided  that  only  one  type  would  be  u.sed, 
there  was  available  considerable  informa¬ 
tion  on  operating  costs,  reliability  and 
so  on.

Unless  Care  Is 
taken  there  Is  con¬ 
siderable  risk  of  parts 
becoming  damaged  in 
transit.  Special  pro¬ 
vision  has,  therefore, 
been  made  to  guard 
against  such  damage, 
particularly  to  Joints 
of  cork,  paper  and 
copper  asbestos.  Wast¬ 
age  on  these  Items  In 
the  past  has  been 
high. 

Care  has  also  been 
taken  to  provide  for 
the  fixing  of  heavier  spares  such  as  liners, 
pistons  and  connecting  rods,  and  the  lay¬ 
out  enables  an  engineer  to  see  at  a  glance 
what  his  stock  of  these  items  is  before  start¬ 
ing  out  on  a  journey. 

In  so  far  as  smaller  items  are  concerned, 
the.se  are  normally  carried  in  cardboard 
boxes  in  pigeon  holes  which  allow  for  easy 
access  but  at  the  same  time  are  deep  enough 
to  prevent  movement  in  transit. 

Each  engineer  is  provided  with  a  special 
kit  of  tools  carefully  selected  to  enable 
engines  to  be  serviced  in  a  minimum  of 
time.  The  kit  includes  special  gear  pulleys, 
flywheel  key  extractors  and  similar  items. 


Other  specialised  equipment  includes  an 
atomiser  test  .set.  Each  van  is  also  provided 
with  a  100ft.  lead  and  a  lamp  which  can  be 
clipped  to  the  vehicle  battery  to  provide 
light  where  an  engine  is  installed  in  some 
dark  corner  of  a  barn  or  building. 

The  centre  of  the  van  is  left  clear  to 
enable  spare  engines  to  be  carried  where 
this  is  necessary  and  these  are  bolted  to 
slide  rails  secured  in  the  floor  of  the  vehicle. 
This  arrangement  ensures  engines  being  car¬ 
ried  without  risk  of  movement  during 
transit.  A  vice  which  can  be  locked  into 
position  on  the  .same  slide  rails  is  also 
provided.

G.  C.  Welby,  at  Carlisle  M.A.A.  dinner,  says  competition 
will  test  Distribution  Scheme 


Changing  influences 

««r■|-^ESTING  time  for  the  Distribution 
I  Scheme.”  was  how  Director  (1.  C. 

Welby,  of  Vauxhall  Motors,  Ltd., 
described  the  immediate  future  for  the 
garage  trade  when  he  spoke  at  Carlisle  on 
Thursday  last  week  at  the  annual  dinner 
of  the  Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  Motor  Agents’  Association. 

Referring  to  the  close  co-operation  be¬ 
tween  manufacturer  and  dealer,  he  said 
that  during  the  past  six  years  they  had 
been  able  to  discuss  all  problems  sincerely 
— but  those  discussions  had  lacked  one 
essential  spice:  How  the  Scheme  would 
work  in  normal  competitive  times. 

“As  times  change,  so  do  influences.  .\ii 
arrangement  free  from  eritieism  in  time  of 
shortage  and  comparatively  easy  money  is 
discovered  by  many  to  have  all  kinds  of 
disadvantages  when  those  conditions 
change.”  he  went  on. 

Criticism  expected 

“Within  our  own  distribution  scheme 
this  is  and  will  be  true.  And  this  is  the 
testing  point  of  careful  thinking  which 
manufacturers  and  retailers  all  put  into 
the  original  .scheme  and  subsequent  modi¬ 
fications.” 

But  Mr.  Welby  said  they  would  now  be 
told  that  trade  discounts  were  not  enough; 
that  fleet-user  discounts  were  wrong;  that 
Introductory  commissions  were  inadequate; 
that  car  and  c.v.  qualifications  were  too 


harsh.  And  there  would  quite  possibly  be 
other  things  too. 

However,  if  the  scheme  was  good,  and  if 
the  original  reasoning  on  any  or  all  of 
these  points  was  sound,  then  it  should 
stand. 

On  the  other  hand.  Mr.  Welby  continued: 
“Nobody  can  please  all  the  people  all  the 
time,  and.  clearly,  criticism  must  be  ex¬ 
pected  from  those  who  are  affected.  But 
if  new  c(>nditi<ms  reflect  a  weakness  in  the 
original  reasoning,  then  If  we  are  quite  sure 
that  certain  defences  we  set  up  deliberately 
are  not  being  trampled  down  against  our 
better  Judgment,  we  must  be  big  enoiigli  to 
reconsider  those  i>olnts — and  quickly.” 

High-plane  discussion 

Then  he  went  on  to  make  this  point: 
“lA't’s  be  sure,  too,  that  we  continue  to 
keep  our  discussions  on  tliat  high  plane 
of  importance  which  befits  our  industry.  We 
certainly  don’t  want  to  be  losing  any  time 
in  manufacturer  and  retailer  wrangles  when 
there  are  major  questions  to  wliich  we  must 
all  apply  ourselves  continuously.” 

Mr.  Welby  touched  on  taxation  and  roads 
in  relation  to  the  export  market.  Obviously 
the  Government  must  balance  its  books, 
but  ....  “our  Job  is  to  try  to  see  that 
it  does  not  act  like  a  father  who  says 
‘My  son  can’t  go  out  to  work  because  I 
can’t  afford  to  have  his  shoes  repaired.” 

This  ".son”  was  already  bringing  in  a 
weekly  taxation  wage  packet  of  £7,000,000, 
including  a  tax  of 
150-200  per  cent,  on 
industry’s  life  blood 
— fuel. 

But  that  was  only 
part  of  the  wage 
packet.  There  was

per  week  which  the  motor  industry  had 
brought  home  in  the  shape  of  foreign  cur¬ 
rency  for  car  and  c.v.  sales  alone  during 
1953.  It  seemed  to  him  that  with  sensible 
relief  on  the  taxation  position,  the  wage 
packet  could  be  vastly  expanded  on  the 
export  side. 

A  fact  was  that  in  1953,  Britain  exported 
413.558  vehicles,  which  amounted  to  only 
3.98  per  cent  of  overseas  markets.  “So  some¬ 
one  else  Is  getting  that  other  96  per  cent., 
and  there  seems  plenty  of  scope  for  ex¬ 
pansion,”  Mr.  Welby  went  on.

“I.et's  give  our  whole 
attention  to  w’hat  all  our  customers  want, 
instead  of  trying  to  decide  whether  we  ought 
to  use  a  smaller  engine  to  stive  a  farthing 
a  mile  on  fuel  at  home,  or  give  overseas 
customers  what  they  want  and  thereby 
incur  the  inevitable  home  taxation  handi¬ 
cap. 

“Vital  stake” 

“Taxation  relief  and  the  encouragement 
of  better,  faster  and  safer  roads  to  use  more 
vehicles  for  more  miles,  will  enable  this  .son 
of  yours  to  continue  to  bring  home  a 
healthy  wage  packet  in  all  kinds  of  currency 
instead  of  wilting  abroad  and  committing 
suicide  by  strangulation  at  home,  as  he 
otherwise  must  do.” 

Mr.  Welby  wound  up  by  saying:  “Here  is 
a  Job  in  which  the  S.M.M.T.  and  the  M.A.A. 

Their  committees  will 
undoubtedly  want  your  support  as  this  year 
progresses,  .so  give  them  full  measure.” 

He  was  propasing  a  toast  to  the  M.A.A..

plied,  saying  that  Mr.  Welby  had  crystal- 
ised  the  fact  that  “this  industry  as  an 
entity  must  hang  together.” 

The  manufacturers  must  be  congratu¬ 
lated  on  what  they  had  done  in  the  export

Referring  to  the  announcement  by  the 
Chancellor  about  purchase  tax.  the  presi¬ 
dent  said  it  did  not  look  as  if  they  would 
get  far  this  year  In  that  respect,  but  they 
must  keep  applying  themselves  to  getting 
taxes  reduced.  The  greatest  evil  was  the 
fuel  tax,  and  he  was  .still  hopeful  that 
there  would  be  a  reduction  here. 

In  a  word  on  tyres,  he  mentioned  the 
Myers  and  Bowman  scheme,  saying  that  in 
that  area  they  had  been  practising  the 
policy  of  buying  tyres  within  the  family 
and  had  found  that  it  worked.

Ending  contract  with  garage 

The  claim  that  the  Lancashire  County 
Council’s  vehicle  maintenance  unit  Is 
operating  at  a  cost  of  7s.  an  hour  com¬ 
pared  with  9s.  an  hour  for  mechanics  In 
outside  garages.  Is  made  In  a  report  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  council  by  Its  finance 
committee  this  month. 

The  unit  was  set  up  last  April  to  take 
over  the  repairs  and  overhauls  to  850 
vehicles  that  were  previously  serviced  for 
the  council  by  private  contractors. 

It  has  now  been  decided  to  extend  Its 
work  and  to  terminate  the  contract  with 
a  private  firm,  Cuerden  Motors,  Ltd.,  who 
service  300  ambulance  vehicles.  The  coun¬ 
cil’s  unit  will  take  over  their  repair  and 
maintenance  as  soon  as  practicable,  as  the 
contract  Is  subject  to  three  months’  notice. 

Main  depot  of  the  unit  Is  at  Cuerden  Mill, 
near  Bamber  Bridge,  and  two  subsidiary 
depots  are  at  Lancaster  and  Eccles. 

In  Its  report  to  the  council,  the  Finance 
Committee  explains  that  It  has  reviewed 
the  figures  for  Its  first  six  months’  working, 
from  April  1  to  September  30,  1953,  and 
says: — 

“'This  shows  a  total  expenditure  of 
£22.012  which,  expressed  as  a  rate  per  hour, 
works  out  at  7s.  8.7d.  An  arbitrary  rate  of

“Further  experience  of  the  working  of  the 
.scheme  Is  required  before  an  accurate  on¬ 
cost  figure  can  be  calculated,  but  from 
October  1  last,  a  figure  of  12  i  per  cent,  is 
being  used,  which  will  be  reviewed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  next  financial  year.

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“Musts”  and  “Must  Nots”  for 
Flashing  Indicators 

Trico-Folberth’s  helpful  guide  through  the  maze 


Position  and  control 

TRICO-POLBERTH.  ltd.,  who  have 
now  made  fla.shing-llght  indicator  kits 
available  for  the  majority  of  current- 
model  British  cars,  and  for  .some  models 
now  superseded,  have  also  Issued  a  summary 
of  their  own  interpretation  of  the  Regula¬ 
tions  covering  this  form  of  direction  indi¬ 
cator,  which  came  into  force  on  January  1 
this  year. 

It  is.  of  course,  not  an  official  summary, 
but  merely  Trico-Folberth’s  translation  of 
what  are  rather  involved  regulations.  As 
it  is  sure  to  be  of  interest  to  the  garage 
trade,  the  interpretation  is  reproduced  here: 

(1)  Semaphore  arms  are  permitted  with 
a  steady  or  flashing  light,  but  the  arm 
itself  must  remain  steady. 

(2)  It  appears  that  when  semaphore  arms 
are  use<l  with  other  types  of  directional 
signals,  such  as  flashing  lights  or  rear 
arrows,  etc.,  they  must  be  o|>erated  <>oinei- 
tientally.  I.e.,  from  the  same  control  switch. 

(3)  With  certain  exceptions  applicable  to 
public  service  vehicles,  the  maximum  and 
minimum  height  direction  indicators  can  be 
fixed  is  7ft.  6in.  and  1ft.  5in.  re.spectively 
from  ground  level. 

(4)  A. — All  indicators  fitted  at  the  .side  of 
a  vehicle  which  show  lights  both  to  the 
front  and  to  the  rear,  i.e.,  semaphore  arms 


or  composite  Clignoteurs,  mu.st  be  amber 
in  colour.  B. — Flashing  lights  .showing 
only  to  the  front  can  be  amber  or  white 
and  those  showing  only  to  the  rear  can 
be  amber  or  red.  C. — The  light  must  be 
dlffu-sed  by  frosted  glass  or  other  means. 

(5)  The  rate  of  flash  mast  be  not  le.ss 
than  60  nor  more  than  120  flashes  per 
minute,  and  must  begin  to  flasli  not  later 
than  one  second  after  being  switclied  on. 

Driver  must  know 

(6)  The  driver,  when  in  his  seat,  must 
be  readily  aware  that  at  least  one  indicator 
on  each  side  is  operating.  This  appears  to 
mean  that  when  flashing  lights  are  used 
in  conjunction  with  semaphore  arms  a  pilot 
light  is  not  e.ssential.  providing  the  sema¬ 
phore  arm  is  not  so  remote  that  the  driver 
cannot  be  aware  that  it  is  operating;  but 
when  flashing  lights  are  used  on  their  own, 
a  pilot  light  must  be  incorporated  in  the 
system  unless  the  signals  being  ased  are 
within  the  driver’s  range  of  vision. 

Additionally,  the  Regulations  say  that  the 
driver  must  be  aware  that  his  indicator  “is 
in  operation;”  this  means  that  unless  the 
signals  are  visible  to  the  driver,  the  flasher 
unit  mast  incorporate  a  device  giving  warn¬ 
ing  of  bulb  failure  in  the  flashing  light; 
it  is  useless  having  a  pilot  light  in  the

(7)  The  minimum  illuminated  area  for 
fla-shing  lights  on  cars  and  commercial 
vehicles  not  exceeding  two  tons  must  be 
3i  sq.  in.  Ciilin.  diameter)  showing  to  the 
front  or  the  rear  as  the  case  may  be.  For 
vehicles  exceeding  two  tons  it  must  be 
12  sq.  in.  (31Jin.  diameter). 

(8)  Side  fitting  flashing  signals  are  per¬ 
mitted  to  be  fitted  on  their  own.  either  as 
a  composite  unit  or  separately  at  the  front 
and  rear  sides.  When  they  are  fitted 


separately  at  the  front  and  rear  sides  they 
must  operate  coincidentally. 

(9)  Rear  flashing  lights  may  be  combined 
with  obligatory  rear  lights.  Front  flashing 
lights  may  be  combined  with  the  front 
obligatory  lights  (side  lamps)  but  only 
where  the  power  of  the  obligatory  lamp 
does  not  exceed  7  watts  (this  is  the  normal 
standard  maximum  for  side  lights),  and 
the  fla.shing  light  must  be  fitted  with  a 
separate  electric  circuit  and  either  a  .separ¬ 
ate  bulb  or  a  separate  filament. 

(10)  Tlie  total  power  of  the  bulb  or  bulbs 
in  any  fla.shing  light  must  not  be  less  than 
15  watts  nor  more  than  36  watts. 


Echo  of  Royal  Arnis^^  Inquiry 


Debasing  the  Crown? 

ECENTLY  a  reader  asked  about 
the  conditions  which  have  to  be 
satisfied  when  a  firm  wishes  to 
register  the  Royal  Arms,  the  Crown, 
and  other  insignia  in  a  trade  mark. 

A  further  letter  apropros  comes 
from  an  importing  firm  established 
abroad,  and  they  refer  not  to  use,  or 
permission  to  use,  but  to  whether  it 
may  not  be  quite  inadvisable,  in  cer¬ 
tain  circumstances,  to  use  the  symbol 
of  the  Crown  at  all,  commercially. 
They  put  their  point  thus:  “We  feel 
— many  of  us  do  overseas,  as  well  as  in 
Britain — that  the  Crown  is  an  emblem 


of  high  integrity.  The  use  of  various 
representations  of  the  Crown,  how¬ 
ever,  is  becoming  so  widespread  as  to 
cheapen  the  emblem  and  what  it 
stands  for.  What  should  be  remem¬ 
bered  is  that  in  the  Orient,  certainly, 
symbols  generally  carry,  and  always 
have  carried  a  significance  that  is  un¬ 
known  in  the  west.” 

Beyond  doubt  the  point  is  one  to  be 
borne  well  in  mind.  We  remember  a 
case  where  a  British  firm  of  footwear 
manufacturers  were  rebuked,  with 
dignity,  by  an  Indian  merchant  for 
stamping  a  picture  of  the  Crown  upon 
the  soles  of  shoes. 

“This,”  he  said. 


“is  a  plain  intima¬ 
tion  to  the  native 
wearer  that  you  do 
not  respect  the 
Crown,  but  regard 
it  as  something 
that  may  be  trod¬ 
den  underfoot.”

The  lubricant  contain-s  colloidal  graphite, 
which  is  claimed  to  maintain  an  oil  film 
of  graphoid  lubricant  that  will  prevent 
seizure  of  an  engine  for  a  considerable 
period  after  a  breakdown  in  the  oil  supply. 

Other  properties  of  the  lubricant  are  that 
it  will  protect  cylinder  walls  and  pistons 
during  starting,  and  that  it  contains  an 
additive  which  resists  the  formation  of  gum 
and  carbon  deposits.  Tikova  is  sold  in 
8  oz.  and  20  oz.  bottles,  1-gallon  tins,  ahd 
5-gallon  and  40/45  gallon  driuns. 

llsidiator  Itlind 

Sales  of  radiator  blinds  and  other  anti¬ 
winter  weather  acces.sories  should  be 
brisk  as  a  re.sult  of  the  latest  cold  spell. 
One  that  should  sell  well  is  the  Mory  Rad- 
blind,  a  simple  form  of  blind  to  maintain 
the  temperature  of  the  cooling  mixture  in 
a  radiator. 

The  blind  is  controlled  by  a  cable  running 
over  the  top  of  the  header  tank  which  is 
connected  to  a  chain  operated  from  the 
facia.  It  is  fitted  with  self-lubricating  nylon 
bearings  and  thus  requires  no  maintenance.

An  accessory  which  is  designed  to  pro¬ 
tect  the  paintwork  on  the  wing  edges 
of  a  car  against  corro.sion  and  scratch¬ 
ing  by  stones  has  been  introduced  by  Batax 
Industries,  Crossgates,  Leeds,  Yorks.  It  is 
known  as  the  Batax  wing  edge  protector. 

It  consists  of  a  strip  of  a  light-coloured 
plastic  material  which  has  been  moulded  so 
that  it  will  fit  tightly  over  flange-type  wings 
without  any  form  of  fixative.  In  this  way 
protection  for  the  wing  edges  is  provided 
without  drilling  the  bodywork  and  without 
spoiling  the  appearance  of  the  vehicle. 

Once  fitted  the  protector  can  be  cleaned 
with  a  rag  soaked  in  hot  water.  It  is  imper¬ 
vious  to  oil,  petrol,  road  salts  and  acids.

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Behind  the  farce 

T  could  have  been  “Politicians’ 
Playtime’’  last  week  in  the  Com¬ 
mons,  when  an  hon.  Member  put  on 
his  act  with  the  soap  packets.  You 
might  have  thought  so  when  reading 
the  reports.  It  is  a  sad  thing  that 
Parliament  should  waste  time  on  com¬ 
parative  futilities  when  so  many  more 
serious  issues  await  discussion.  But 
then,  you  see,  this  line  about  trying  to 
save  housewives’  pennies  is  good  vote- 
catching  stuff.  As  such,  somebody 
was  almost  certain  to  use  it,  though 
the  fact  that  the  lot  fell  on  Sir 
Richard  Acland  has  its  funny  side.  But 
be  sure  you  do  not  miss  the  point  of 
his  performance,  which  was  hardly 
brought  out  in  some  of  the  newspaper 
summaries.  It  was  not  the  comic  busi¬ 
ness  with  the  cartons,  and  the  sug¬ 
gestions  for  fixing  soap  powder  prices. 
Far  more  significant  was  the  attack  on 
advertising — make  no  doubt  about  it. 
There  are  some  who  think  that  Sir 
Richard  would  like  all  advertising  to 
be  prohibited  by  law  and  is  working 
to  that  end.  The  suppression  of  adver¬ 
tising  would  curtail  the  power  of  the 
Press,  which  is  just  what  some  poli¬ 
ticians  would  like  to  bring  about.  I 
have  warned  before  about  this— and 
here  is  further  evidence. 

Bill  No.  2 

HE  matter  of  sparking  plug  prices 
calls  for  another  footnote.  Not 
about  the  motion  itself,  intro¬ 
duced  by  Michael  Foot,  who  is  so 
interestingly  associated  with  Aneurin 
Bevan.  I  refer  you  rather  to  past  his¬ 
tory.  Foot  based  his  argument  on  the 
case  of  a  Manchester  retailer  who  got 
stop-listed,  not  very  long  ago.  for 
selling  plugs  at  cut  rates.  You  will 


remember  that  incident  received — for 
reasons  into  which  we  need  not  inquire 
— enormous  Press  publicity.  All  of  it 
was  highly  critical  of  the  principle  of 
price  maintenance,  and  damaging  to 
the  reputation  of  the  B.M.T.A.  What 
the  association  should  have  done  was 
to  take  immediate  counter-action,  as 
I  said  at  the  time  in  this  column.  But, 
as  usual,  they  kept  aloof,  thinking  to 
brush  it  off.  As  a  direct  result  of  this, 
the  motor  industry  has  Michael  Foot, 
M.P.,  on  its  tail,  with  the  rest  of  the 
pack  in  support.  Bluntly,  the  B.M.T.A. 
has  let  the  side  down.  By  snapping 
out  of  their  pompous  selves,  and  con¬ 
descending  to  do  some  explaining, 
they  could,  even  now,  make  people 
understand  that  level  prices  and  fair 
trading  are  to  the  public  advantage. 
But  if  they  insist  on  keeping  up  their 
dignity,  and  have  nothing  to  do  with 
such  a  vulgar  thing  as  publicity,  then 
manufacturers  will  have  to  act 
smartly  if  they  want  to  preserve  the 
principle  of  price  maintenance. 

What  the  - ! 

T  is  common,  indeed  almost  nor¬ 
mal,  for  official  documents  to 
contain  curiosities  of  phrasing. 
Generally,  however,  it  is  possible  to 
understand  what  the  writer  is  driving 
at,  more  or  less.  But  I  am  quite 
defeated  by  a  paragraph  on  a  page 
before  me,  which  was  evidently  ex¬ 
tracted  from  some  sort  of  bulletin  of 
local  government  news,  covering  the 
South-Eastern  counties.  This  para¬ 
graph  relates  to  a  measure  that  the 
Orpington  U.D.C.  is  seeking  to  put 
through.  I  will  now  quote  the  rele¬ 
vant  passage  exactly  as  printed,  and 
it  runs  thus:  “This  Bill  proposes  to 
confer  further  powers  on  the  Council 

in  regard  to  .  the  making 

of  byelaws,  for  good  rule  and  govern¬ 
ment  and  the  suppression  of  nuisan¬ 
ces,  motor  cycle  races,  etc.,  hairdres¬ 
sers  and  barbers  and  prizes  for  garden, 
etc.,  competitions.’’  Italics  are  mine.

Factory  Inspection  of  New  Cars 

Sir, — The  letter  of  Mr.  David  Royston 
(January  30  i.ssue)  Is  read  with  interest.  The 
answer  to  his  first  question  is  definitely 
"No.” 

We  have  suffered  from  this  and  other 
things  for  a  long  time,  and  letters  to  manu¬ 
facturers  and  general  reports  do  not  bring 
the  desired  result.  However,  this  Is  not  con¬ 
fined  to  the  cheaper  cars.  Those  in  the  £900 
class  are  much  the  same. 

Surely,  Mr.  Royston’s  computation  of 
average  cost  £1  7s.  6d.  per  car  is  very 
modest — or  does  that  figure  refer  to  wages 
only?  We  base  our  cost  on  wages  plus  over¬ 
heads,  which  is  true  co.st,  and  over  a  long 
period  the  average  is  £2  10s.  for  pre-delivery 
inspection  and  a  further  £2  10s.  for  the 
first  500-mile  "free”  service.  Tire  second 
charge  may  at  first  appear  high,  but  it  is  at 
that  stage  usually  when  the  following 
defects  appear  :  — 

1.  Water  ingre.ss. 

2.  Door  sealing  rubbers  coming  adrift. 

3.  Windscreen  wiper  tandem  flex  drive 
coming  away  from  wiper  motor  gearbox. 

4.  Petrol  gauge  and  other  Instrument 
adjustment. 

What  a  business  it  is,  too,  when  heater 
and  radio  have  been  fitted.  Unfortunately 
the  public  are  reacting  now,  and  have  rather 
a  lot  of  uncomplimentary  remarks  about 
the  inspection  that  seems  to  be  lacking  at 
source.  Does  Mr.  Royston  often  find  that 
the  wheel  camber  of  a  new  car  on  reaching 
his  depot  is  within  the  limits  as  laid  down 
by  the  manufacturer? 

Manufacturers  are  prone  to  advise  their 
dealers  “to  put  their  hou.se  in  order.”  We 
need  not  add  the  obvious.

Of  course,  their  guarantee  might  not  be 
Incorporated  in  a  printed  document,  but  I 
fancy  custom  would  uphold  what  I  have 
said  in  my  first  paragraph.  There  is,  of 
course,  such  a  thing  as  an  act  of  grace, 
which  in  the  circumstances  might  have 
been  applied. 

But  why  should  the  garage  man  be  faced 
with  a  lo-ss?  He  did  not  repair  the  radiator. 
If  I  may  say  so,  that  is  the  typical  point  of 
view  of  some  customers.  It  is  not  generous 
of  this  one  to  have  gone  50/50  with  his 
garage  proprietor,  but  no  doubt  that  offer 
has  had  to  be  accepted  with  such  good 
grace  as  the  poor  man  could  muster  to  buy 
for  a  little  longer  some  of  that  goodwill 
which  the  customer  acknowledges  is  a 
valuable  asset.

provided  by  the  manufacturers  have  not 
been  adequate  numerically  to  satisfy  all 
would-be  entrants.  And  I  very  much  doubt 
whether  manufacturers  would  modify  their

*  in  order  to  receive  men  with  two  years’  col¬ 
lege  training.  From  the  point  of  view  of 
the  college,  no  diploma  could  be  awarded 
for  -such  a  .short-term  course.

More  positively,  it  can  be  said  for  the 
Loughborough  course  that  it  provides  a  co¬ 
ordinated  scheme  of  study  obtainable  at 
present  in  no  other  way.  I  would  refer  “A. 
Miml”  to  the  preliminary  notes  on  the 
course  printed  on  page  1276  of  “The  G.  and 
M.A.”  of  January  30,  where  he  will  see  that 
the  first  two  years  will  provide  study  in  the 
theory  and  practice  of  automobile  engineer¬ 
ing,  and  the  third  and  fourth  years,  while 
corusolidating  this  work,  will  concentrate 
more  on  managerial,  commercial  and  legal 
subjects  of  use  to  those  in  the  industry. 

Practical  work  will  not  be  neglected,  for 
students  will  spend  alternate  weeks  in  the 
first  two  years  in  the  college  laboratories 
and  workshops. 

Now,  it  is  true  that  an  apprentice,  after 
he  has  completed  his  indenture  with  a 
manufacturer,  will  have  had  a  training  on 
which  it  would  be  difficult  to  improve.  But 
what  of  the  lads,  many  of  them  excellent 
material,  for  whom  there  is  no  room  in  the 
large  factory?  Wliat  of  those  who,  at 
the  age  of  18,  have  come  to  us  from  the 
grammar  schools  and  elsewhere,  and  said 
that  the  training  facilities  of  the  type  they 
require,  on  the  servicing  side,  simply  do  not 
exLst?

My  belief  is  that  the  purposive  and  inte¬ 
grated  course  of  study  now  organised  at 
Loughborough  will  perform  a  unique  func¬ 
tion  in  our  industry;  for  the  first  time  we 
are  to  have  a  race  of  highly  qualified,  col¬ 
lege-trained  specialists  in  management, 
repair  and  maintenance. 

Technical  progress  is  now  so  rapid  and 
knowledge  so  complicated  that  such  specia¬ 
lists  will,  I  believe,  soon  be  playing  a  vital 
role  in  the  Industry,  and  the  new  training 
scheme  will  be  seen  as  indispensable  to  the 
efficiency  of  our  national  industrial  life.

the  Scottish  Motor  Trade  Association.  As 
reported  in  this  journal  last  week,  Mr. 
Anderson,  speaking  in  Edinburgh,  expressed 
his  anxiety  at  the  fact  that  "The  number 
of  executives  and  people  in  managerial  posts 
diminishes  each  week,  and  there  is  no 
proper  flow  of  properly-trained  people  to 
take  their  places."  The  new  l.M.I.  four-year 
training  scheme  icill  not  create  the  neces¬ 
sary  flow  immediately,  of  course,  but  its 
effects  will  be  felt  materially  in  a  few  years’ 
time — ahcays  provided  that  the  scheme 
receives  the  wholehearted  support  from  the 
motor  industry  that  it  deserves. — The 
Speaker.] 


The  Volkswagen 

Sir. — I  think  Mr.  E.  Smith,  of  Bournville 
(January  9  issue)  takes  a  very  fair  view  in 
regard  to  the  Volkswagen  which,  if  “Parker 
Manchester,”  and  E.  W.  Jenkinson,  of  Shef¬ 
field,  are  correct,  must  indeed  be  “the  cat’s 
pyjamas.” 

That  the  British  Government  had  good 
reasons  for  the  recent  agreement,  I  do  not 
doubt,  but  I  think  they  should  sit  up  and 
take  notice  quickly  if  there  are  further 
reductions  in  the  price  of  the  VW. 

Those  who  have  not  forgotten  Goering’s 
5-year  plan  a  few  years  before  the  last  war 
will  probably  remember  that  he  boasted 
that  the  retail  price  of  a  German  car  would 
be  the  .same  in  Buenos  Aires  as  it  was  in 
Berlin !  Another  way  of  .saying  that  the 
German  Government  would  pay  the  c.l.f. 
charges  and  import  duties. 

And  this  means  that  the  country 
adversely  affected  by  such  an  arrangement 
has  only  one  answer,  which  is  to  denounce 
the  trade  agreement  between  the  two  coun¬ 
tries.  And  of  such  stuff  wars  are  made! 

May  I  hasten  to  assure  “Parker  Manches¬ 
ter”  that  I  have  not  purchased  a  Volks¬ 
wagen.  But  I  am  none  the  less  grateful  to 
him  (and  to  Mr.  Jenkinson)  for  the  .superb 
sales-talk  they  have  put  over. 

Indeed,  if  Mr.  Jenkinson  is  right  in  be¬ 
lieving  that  the  VW  is  at  least  three  years 
ahead  in  design — and  who  am  I  to  doubt 
him? — by  waiting  a  year  I  might  acquire  a

Helping  Chance  Customers 

Sir. — I  was  .struck  by  the  letter  by  Mr. 
A.  E.  Grimmer  in  your  January  2  issue  on 
“Helping  Chance  Customers,”  and  it 
recalled  an  incident  that  happened  after 
the  first  world  war. 

At  that  time  I  was  with  a  .small  firm  in 
S.W.  London,  and  we  were  engaged  in 
making  parts  and  replacements,  cylinder 
grinding,  new  pistons,  etc.  During  the  war  we 
had  been  commandeered  by  the  War  Office, 
first  on  Red  Cro.ss  ambulance  vans,  then  on 
to  aero  parts,  and  later  on  tools.  Jigs  and 
gauges.  On  the  way  we  had  collected  a  nice 
lot  of  machinery  including  a  Heald  cylinder 
grinder,  and  two  bevel  gear  planers,  besides 


lathes,  millers,  etc.  So  we  were  well 
equipped  for  the  job. 

One  day  a  somewhat  ancient  car  pulled 
up  outside.  This  turned  out  to  be  a 
Gregolre  and  the  owner  was  in  trouble,  but 
didn't  want  to  spend  much  money  as  he 
was  going  to  the  Motor  Show  and  Intended 
to  buy  a  new  car. 

Well,  the  repair  was  only  a  small  one  and 
there  was  no  charge.  He  went  away  very 
pleasi*d  and  said  he  wouldn’t  forget  us  when 
he  wanted  anything  done. 

A  short  time  later  he  came  back.  He  had 
not  bought  a  car.  He  didn’t  like  them, 
chiefly  because  the  seats  were  so  low,  and 
he  wanti>d  to  be  able  to  see  the  front  wings. 
So  he  had  decided  to  have  his  old  Gregoire 
overhauled,  and  could  we  do  anything  to 
Improve  the  speed?  It  wasn’t  that  he 
wanted  to  be  a  speed  merchant,  but  he  felt 
he  wanted  to  have  a  bit  in  hand,  whereas 
now  everything  passed  him  on  the  road. 
He  gave  us  a  free  hand  and  wouldn’t  trouble 
about  the  cost.  I  believe  he  gave  us  a  sub¬ 
stantial  cheque  to  start  with. 

We  got  it  dismantled  and  found  on  exam¬ 
ination  that  the  cylinder  walls  were  so  thick 
that  they  would  have  stood  a  iin.  reduc¬ 
tion  without  being  too  thin.  I  think  we 
ground  out  about  2imm.  Then  we  had 
some  aluminium  alloy  pistons  cast,  and  new 
rings.  We  made  the  rings.  We  had  a

“If  You  Were  In  Australia” 

Sir, — I  quite  agree  with  Mr.  “Tommie  the 
Pommie”  (January  16  issue;  that  at  this 
time  of  the  year  I  would  rather  have  the 
nice  warm  weather  and  the  beaches  he  men¬ 
tions. 

But,  at  the  same  time,  I  would  like  him 
to  remember  that  the  weather  can  and  does 
turn  cold  in  June  to  September  with  frost, 
and  I  have  even  seen  snow  in  Melbourne. 

1  rather  gather  from  his  remarks  that  he 
visited  the  country  but  did  not  reside  there, 
and  it  is  only  after  spending  some  years  in 
any  country  that  an  opinion  can  be  formed. 

With  regard  to  the  questioh  of  opening 
and  closing  hours  for  petrol  stations,  take 
for  Instance  as  one  example  the  Inter-State 
visitor,  say,  from  Sydney.  The  distance  is 
•something  like  550  miles,  depending  on  the 
route  he  takes. 

He  can  fill  his  tank  on  Saturday  mid-day 
when  he  is  perhaps  not  half  way  on  his 
journey — but  he  has  to  complete  the  run 
and  is  unable  to  purchase  more  petrol  in 
Melbourne  until  Monday  morning.  Surely 
this  is  not  “Service”  for  the  motorist  as  we 
understand  it? 

Then  again,  the  case  of  the  man  who  uses 
his  car  only  at  week-ends  and  whose  busi¬ 
ness  hours  are  practically  the  same  as  the 
petrol  stations’.  He  has  some  difficulty  in 
obtaining  his  petrol  unless  he  fills  up  early 
in  the  morning  before  work.  This  is  not 
always  convenient.  I  do  suggest  that  more 
thought  could  be  given  to  this  question 
along  the  lines  operated  in  this  country.

My  point  is 
that  there  should  be  no  difference  at  all. 
After  all  one  is  only  travelling  round  Aus¬ 
tralia — not  through  different  countries. 

Take  as  a  classic  example  the  different 
method  of  making  a  simple  right-hand  turn 
at  a  cro.ssroads.  In  Sydney  it  is  carried  out 
from  the  centre  of  the  road — as  in  this 
country.  But  not  so  in  Melbourne,  where  It 
is  necessary  to  pull  over  to  the  left  and  wait 
before  proceeding.  A  Sydney  motorist  could 
very  easily  find  himself  in  trouble  in  Mel¬ 
bourne.  That  is  my  second  point  —  why 
“harry”  the  poor  motorist  again? 

My  comments  were  made  after  living  In 


the  country  for  several  years,  which  I  think 
is  the  only  fair  way,  as  a  visit  of  a  few 
months  cannot  reveal  all  the  points.  Also 
one  may  form  a  slightly  different  opinion 
of  the  conditions  according  to  whether  one 
is  an  employer  or  an  employee  in  a  garage 
firm. 

I  certainly  would  like  to  visit  the  country 
again  but  it  is  a  different  story  to  live  there 
permanently.

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Worth  pursuing 

IT  has  been  remarked  in  this  feature 
that  better  facilities  are  needed  for 
training  heavy-vehicle  drivers.  The 
British  School  of  Motoring  has  been 
almost  alone  in  providing  them.  Any¬ 
one  wishing  to  learn  how  to  drive  a 
car  can  obtain  instruction  practically 
all  over  the  country  without  much 
difficulty,  but  those  wanting  to  handle 
goods  carriers  have  often  had  to 
acquire  skill  as  best  they  could.  This 
state  of  affairs  was  very  far  from 
being  satisfactory. 

However,  there  Is  proml.se  of  improvement 
in  the  future.  It  is  reported  that  the  Rootes 
branch  at  Manchester  has  Ju.st  opened  a 
driving  school  that  will  cater  specially, 
although  not  exclusively,  for  pupils  wishing 
to  master  “heavie.s.”  The  full  course  offered 
covers  instruction  in  vehicle  maintenance. 

This  move  is  one  to  be  applauded,  and  it 
is  much  to  be  hoped  that  Rootes  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  pursue  the  policy,  by  opening 
schools  in  other  centres.  Even  more  good 
will  be  done  if  their  lead  is  followed  by 
other  motor  industry  concerns. 

Overseas  problems 

That  our  commercial  vehicle  manufac¬ 
turers  face  very  much  stiffer  competition  in 
the  export  markets  is  a  matter  of  common 
knowledge.  Everybody  in  the  industry 
knows,  too,  what  needs  to  be  done  about 
this.  Plenty  of  information  has  been  pro¬ 
vided  by  Britain's  friends  overseas,  and  the 
motor  industry’s  wellwlshers  have  not  been 
hesitant  about  putting  forward  suggestions. 

Certain  of  the  larger  manufacturing  con¬ 
cerns  have  set  up  very  elaborate  organisa¬ 
tions  in  some  countries  abroad.  Their 
methods  may  be  above  reproach,  and  quite 
likely  are.  But  is  the  industry,  generally, 
tackling  the  export  markets  quite  as  effec¬ 
tively  as  it  might,  and  as  the  situation 
demands? 

The  evidence  rather  suggests  a  negative 
answer.  In  some  cases  there  are  still  com¬ 
plaints  about  service  and  the  availability 
of  .spares.  Shortcomings  in  that  connection 
will  soon  drive  any  maker  out  of  a  foreign 
market,  and  no  more  net*d  be  said  about  it. 


It  .seems  more  u.seful  to  inquire  whether 
British  .salesmanship  is  yet  really  up  to  the 
standard  now  required,  or  even  as  good  as 
we  imagine  it  to  be. 

Letters  from  abroad  .say  that  the  quality 
of  our  products  is  superior,  and  that  our 
prices  are  competitive.  Yet  buyers  do  not 
always  choose  Britl.sh  vehicles.  Tlie  only 
possible  explanation  is  that  our  selling 
methods  cannot  be  sufficiently  intensive. 
They  lack  American  forcefulness,  and 
German  thoroughness.

The  gearboxes,  which  were  jointly 
designed  by  the  Birmingham  and  Hudders¬ 
field  companies,  will  be  incorporated  in  a 
new  44-.seat  single  deck  bus  of  revolutionary 
design  which  includes  all-round  rubber 
springing,  a  new  type  of  independent  front 
suspension,  disc  brakes,  under-fioor  engine, 
and  weighing  less  than  5  tons  (unladen).

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HIRER  NOT  LIABLE  FOR  ACCIDENTAL  DAMAGE 

MOTOR  AGENTS  LOSE  CLAIM  UNDER  1832  LAW  CASE 


l,.\(  K  OF  LF(i  \I-  Al  TIIOKITY 

COMMENTING  on  the  lack  of  legal 
authority,  Mr.  Fenton  Atkinson,  Q.C.. 
dtsmissed  a  claim  for  £54  7s.  9d. 

brought  by  Kings  Motors  (Oxford)  Ltd.,  of 
New  Road.  Oxford,  against  Mr.  George 
Whitehead  Ryder,  of  Dornford  Avenue,  Bur- 
nage,  Manche.ster,  at  the  Salford  Hundred 
Court  of  Record  in  Manchester. 

Although  the  case  concerned  a  present- 
day  hire-purchase  agreement,  he  said  the 
only  ca.se  that  assisted  him  was  one  in 
1832  which  related  to  the  hire  of  gigs. 

Plaintiffs’  case  was  that  Ryder  bought  a 
Triumph  motor  cycle  from  their  Manchester 
branch  in  Augu.st,  1951,  and  was  financed 
under  a  hire-purchase  agreement  by  the 
United  Dominions  Tru-st  (Commercial), 
Ltd.,  of  London.  The  instalments  were 
£5  3s.  9d.  a  month. 

Ryder  got  into  arrears,  paying  only  part 
of  November  and  making  no  payment  in 
December  and  January.  A  representative 
of  the  trust,  a  Mr.  Lord,  now  In  Canada, 
called  to  collect  either  the  money  or  the 
cycle. 

C’ONFIJrTING  EVIDKNf'K 
It  was  found  that  Ryder  had  been  in¬ 
volved  in  an  accident.  The  machine  was 
seriously  damaged.  Under  a  standing 
arrangement  the  hire-purchase  agreement 
had  now  been  assigned  to  the  plaintiffs. 

Ryder’s  ca.se  was  that  he  came  to  an 
arrangement  with  Mr.  Lord  to  cancel  his 
agreement  on  the  cycle  being  returned.  He 
paid  £2  for  its  relea.se  from  the  garage 
where  It  was  being  repaired. 

The  trust’s  answer  was  that  >Ir.  I>»rd  was 
a  reliable  employee,  but  had  no  authority 
to  make  any  such  arrangement.  If  he  In 
fart  did. 

In  his  Judgment,  Mr.  Atkinson  said  that 
after  the  cycle  was  reptossessed  by  the  trust 
it  was  resold  to  the  plaintiffs.  He  had  the 
evidence  of  Ryder  and  three  other  witnes.ses 
as  to  what  was  said  by  Mr.  Lord — that  if 


the  machine  was  returned  there  would  be 
nothing  else  to  pay. 

It  was  said  that  the  £12  arrears  was  ten¬ 
dered,  but  Mr.  Lord  replied,  “put  it  in  your 
pocket.’’  It  was  hard  to  accept  that  evi¬ 
dence.  'The  probable  explanation  was  that 
Mr.  Lord  told  them  they  would  have  no 
more  to  pay  if  the  cycle  was  returned. 

“It  seem[.s  to  me  that  the  witnesses  in 
their  various  ways  liave  mistaken  wliat  was 
said,’’  eommented  Mr.  Atkinson. 

Clause  4  in  the  hlre-purcha.se  agreement 
stated  that  the  purchaser  was  to  keep  the 
machine  In  his  custody  and  to  maintain  it 
in  proper  repair  and  in  good  serviceable 
condition.  The  question  was  whether  those 
words  were  wide  enough  to  cover  accidental 
damage  Incurred  without  the  hirer’s  fault. 

rtlMMON  LAW  QI’OTEI) 

There  appeared  to  be  extreme  little 
authority  except  a  very  old  case  of  1832.  in 
which  Lord  Justice  Denman,  in  a  somewhat 
similar  agreement  about  the  hire  of  gigs, 
decided  that  a  clause  did  not  cover  acci¬ 
dental  damage  occurring  without  any  fault 
of  the  hirer.  Neither  counsel  had  been 
able  to  refer  to  any  other  authority. 

"I  have  to  make  up  my  own  mind,”  said 
Mr.  Atkinson,  “and  it  may  well  be  that 
.some  higher  court  may  be  able  to  tell  us 
what  the  law  really  is.” 

In  cummon  law.  apart  from  any  special 
agreement,  tlie  hirer  would  not  he  under 
any  liability  for  damage,  such  as  this  which 
occurred  without  his  fault.  He  would  only 
he  responsible  for  taking  reasonable  care 
of  the  chattel. 

If  a  hire-purchase  company  wanted  to 
vary  that  position  and  exclude  a  common 
law  rule,  they  must  use  clear  and  apt 
words  for  that  purpose. 

It  seemed  the  object  of  the  clause  was 
to  guard  agalust  neglect  by  the  hirer  and 
allowing  the  machine  to  fall  into  dilapida¬ 
tion.  The  words  were  not  wide  enough  to 
cover  purely  accidental  damage.

A  car  man  can  look  at  a  motor  cycle 


1910  saddle-soreness 

For  once  I’m  going  right  up 
L.F.J.’s  street  and  writing  about 
motor  cycles,  because  quite  re¬ 
cently  two  motor  cycling  books  were 
sent  to  me  for  review. 

Well,  I  last  rode  a  motor  cycle  in 
1910.  It  was  a  Coventry-made  Rex, 
made  by  the  successors  of  the  Allard 
Cycle  Co..  Ltd.  (F.  W.  Allard,  the  well- 
known  rider  of  the  ’nineties).  This 
Rex  decided  to  pack  up  late  one  night 
on  Frees  Heath,  leaving  me  to  push 
it  to  Newport,  Salop.  The  ride  cured 
me,  and  I’ve  never  mounted  a  motor 
cycle  since. 

Out  of  one  eye,  however,  I’ve 
watched  the  development  of  basic 
design.  Indeed,  my  interest  was  shar¬ 
pened  in  1910  by  one  E.  Sidwell,  who 


taught  at  Coventry  Technical  School, 
and  it  led  to  my  drawing  a  motor 
cycle  engine  cross-sectional  elevation. 

Since  then,  I’ve  talked  for  hours  to 
old-timer  competition  rider  Harold 
Karsl&ke  (no  relation  to  Kent  Kars- 
lake,  the  author).  Our  chats  all  cen¬ 
tred  on  the  history  of  motor  cycle 
firms  which  he  is,  as  hon.  Librarian 
of  the  Association  of  Pioneer  Motor 
Cyclists,  producing  with  official  bless¬ 
ings  and  help. 

So  I,  an  unrepentant  car  man, 
found  I  could  dig  deeply  and  help 
with  awkward  pin-pointing  data  to  be 
hurled  at  shy  makers  who  seemed  to 
be  going  to  earth  about  their  very 
humble  origin,  or  possibly  a  foreign 
connection 

However,  Mr.  Karslake  has  a  won¬ 
derful  collection  of  letters,  relics  and 
first-hand  data  from  the  earliest  days 
and  is  steeped  in  motor  cycle  lore.  I 
was  very  interested  when  he  appeared 
with  the  frame  drawings  of  the 
Brough  Superior  (in  which  design  he 
was  intimately  associated). 


Spry  drivers 

To  help  him,  I  dug  out  the  1903  and 
1912  Rover  motor  cycle  catalogues  (he 
rode  them  in  1912).  These  showed  his 
team-mates  looking  much  younger 
than  they  do  today;  one  being  Dudley 
Noble,  so  well  known  in  publicity 
circles. 

Many  a  package  of  stationery  I’ve 
had  from  him  when  he  used  to  sit  in 
that  comer  of  the  Meteor  Works 
whence  their  publicity  emanated! 
The  other  spry  driver  was  C.  T.  New- 
some,  who  was  chief  inspector  in  the 
pre-war  car  days,  and  was  later  desig-

Both  were  on 
motor  cycle  production  road  work. 

I  served  my  motor  cycle  period  as 
a  passenger,  in  the  1904  Rover  tricar 
and  a  Humber  tricar  of  1903,  which 
my  father  altered  so  that  the  front 
axle  collapsed  on  the  parallel  rule 
principle,  thereby  narrowing  the  track 
and  permitting  us  to  get  it  through 
the  garden  gate  and  avoid  walking 
li  miles  to  a  garage.  The  local  coun¬ 
cil,  you  see,  would  not  allow  the  gate 
to  be  widened. 

Looking  over  the  fence 

So  I  still  forsake  cars  sometimes, 
and  read  about  motor  cycles  and  even 
look  at  them;  for  cycles  and  motor 
cycles  paved  the  way  for  the  advent 
of  many  cars.  Many  of  you  earn  an 
honest  living  with  motor  cycles,  so 
you’ll  see  reason  in  my  discursion  into 
the  strange  ways  of  that  type  of 
vehicle. 

It  seems  to  me  quite  sensible  to 
keep  an  eye  on  the  technical  develop¬ 
ment  in  a  broad  sense  rather  than  in 
minute  detail.  I’ve  traced  the  history 
of  many  machines  and  engines,  e.g.. 


Terrot,  Schwane-Meyer  (Fafnir)  Duc- 
ommun  from  Alsace  and  the  Belgian 
Sarolea. 

Thanks  to  the  late  Jack  Starley,  of 
Rover,  works  manager  and  later 
director,  I  was  introduced  to  the  world 
outside  Coventry,  because  every  Satur¬ 
day  I  cleared  his  office  of  foreign 
motor  papers.  That  is  how  I  came  to 
know  about  what  was  going  on  even 
on  the  Continent.  I’ve  looked  over 
the  fence  ever  since,  thank  goodness. 

So  where  you  fellows  chatter  about 
the  A40  or  XK120,  it  -is  as  easy  for 
me  to  carry  on  about  the  Baodoun 
Dechamps,  the  C.A.R.  of  1906  from 
Palermo,  or  the  Zust  from  Intra.  or 
even  the  Cumbria  cyclecar  from 
Cockermouth. 

I  wish  I  still  had  the  early  copies 
of  “Espafia  Automovil,”  and  I’m  stuck 
over  Russia.  Nobody  can  tell  me 
where  to  find  “Samokat”  issues  of  1897 
published  in  St.  Petersburg.  I  have  a 
letter  of  that  date  from  the  Editor 
making  it  clear  that  the  paper  was 
in  Russian  and  English.  Very  little 
floors  our  M.T.P.  members,  but 
“Samokat”  has  beaten  them  so  far.
